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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-15 allowed. 

The prior art of record, either singularly or in combination, doesn't have the teaching, 
suggestion or motivation for: 

coating a first wafer with a first photo resist having a first thickness in accordance with a 
first process; 

coating a second wafer with a second photo resist having a second thickness in 
accordance with a second process, the second photo resist for providing different optical 
characteristics that the first photo resist at an actinic wavelength; 

exposing the first coated wafer to the actinic wavelength; 

exposing the second coated wafer to the actinic wavelength; sensing a first reflectance of 
the first photo resist within a predetermined range of the actinic wavelength to determine first 
peak height data and first valley data; 

sensing a second reflectance of the second photo resist within a predetermined range of 
the actinic wavelength to determine second peak height data and second valley data; and 

determining a relative swing ratio for the first and second processes in dependence upon 
the first peak height data, the first valley data, the second peak height data and the second valley 
data.
